Annual  Town  Meeting 


TOWNSEND,  MARCH  5,  1928 

Pursuant  to  the  Warrant  the  annual  town  meeting  was  held  on 
the  above  date  in  Memorial  Hall. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  T.  E.  Flarity, 
at  6  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  the  Warrant,  as  far  as  Article  1,  was  read  by 
the  town  clerk. 

Voted  that  further  reading  of  the  Warrant  be  deferred  until  11 
o'clock. 

T.  J.  Coffey,  L.  E.  Hurley,  R.  A.  Copeland  and  J.  R.  Arlin  were 
sworn  as  ballot  clerks  by  the  town  clerk. 

The  ballots,  tally  sheets,  ballot  box,  etc.,  were  delivered  to  the 
chairman  of  the  election  officers,  Mr.  T.  E.  Flarity,  the  Town 
Clerk  taking  from  him  the  proper  receipt  for  the  same;  the  polls 
were  then  declared  open. 

At  nine  o'clock  Mrs.  Charlotte  A.  Russell  and  Mrs.  Agnes 
Sherwin  were  sworn  in  as  tellers  by  the  town  clerk,  Daniel  B.  Orms- 
by  was  also  sworn  in  to  assist  for  a  time  at  the  ballot  box. 

The  meeting  in  town  affairs  was  called  to  order  by  the  mod- 
erator at  11  o'clock;  the  remainder  of  the  Warrant  was  read  by  the 
town  clerk. 

Article  1.  Voted  that  all  officers  not  required  to  be  elected 
by  ballot  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  accept  the  printed  reports  of  the  officers 
and  committees  of  the  town  after  an  error  in  the  Treasurer's  report 
had  been  noted. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Division  of  High- 
ways, that  a  portion  of  the  sum  available  under  the  provisions  of 
Sections  26,  27,  28,  29,  of  Chapter  81  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  be  appropriated  and  expended  in  Townsend. 
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Article  4.  The  Moderator  stated  that  unless  otherwise 
ordered  all  money  appropriated  under  this  article  would  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  mak- 
ing the  recommendations. 

For  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  rate  for  1928  it  was  voted 
to  authorize  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
transfer  from  the  surplus  revenue  such  a  sum  as  may  be  available 
prior  to  the  fixing  the  tax  rate,  said  sum  to  be  used  by  the  assessors 
when  fixing  the  tax  rate  for  1928.

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Article  5.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  act  as  a  committee  for 
the  suppression  of  vice  and  for  the  prosecution  of  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquor  in  this  town. 

Article  6.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  act  as  agents  to  prose- 
cute and  defend  a}l  suits  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  power  to  em- 
ploy counsel. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  money  refunded  to  the  town  on 
account  of  dog  licenses  be  used  for  the  public  library. 

Article  8.  That  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  borrow  money  from 
time  to  time,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  year  be- 
ginning January  1,1928,  and  to  issue  a  note,  or  notes,  therefor, 
payable  within  one  year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this 
vote  to  be  paid  form  the  revenue  of  the  said  financial  year. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $8,000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  financial  year  1929  and  to 
issue  a  note,  or  notes,  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  any 
debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue 
of  said  financial  year,  and  that  no  part  of  said  loan  shall  be  used 
for  the  payment  of  bills  for  the  year  1928. 

Article  10.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $250  and  elect  a  director,  the  money  to  be  expended  by 
and  the  director  to  serve  in  co-operation  with  the  Middlesex 
County  Trustees  for  County  aid  to  agriculture  in  the  work  of  the 
Middlesex  County  Extension  Service,  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  128,  Sections  40  to  45,  of  the  General  Laws.  The  above 
sum  is  included  in  the  budget.  Benjamin  P.  Poor  was  elected 
director. 

Article  11.  Voted  not  to  take  a  new  valuation  this  year. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Division  of 
Highways  and  the  Middlesex  County  Commissioners,  for  the 
purpose  of  further  improving  the  Brookline  Road,  the  work  to  be 
done  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws, 
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whereby  the  State,  County  and  Town  appropriate  equal  amounts 
to  carry  on  the  work. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000 
as  the  towns  share  for  the  proposed  work  on  the  Brookline  Road 
for  1928. 

Article  14.  No  action  under  this  article  being  necessary 
voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Article  15.    No  action  necessary,  voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Article  16.  Voted  to  appropriate  from  the  surplus  revenue 
account  the  sum  of  $633.21  to  cover  the  cash  discrepancy  in  the 
collectors  accounts  of  1925  and  1926. 

Article  17.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $510.45  be  appropriated 
from  the  money  received  from  the  railroad  on  account  of  forest 
fires,  to  meet  the  overdraft  of  a  like  amount  occasioned  by  the 
fire  of  April  16,  1927. 

Article  18.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $637.50  to  purchase  the  Gravel  Loader  which  was  rented 
by  the  town  during  the  past  season,  the  vote  was  unanimous. 

Article  19.  Voted  that  the  town  rescind  so  much  of  the  vote 
taken  at  the  town  meeting  held  on  April  30,  1927,  as  authorized 
the  purchase  of  a  forest  fire  pump  to  be  located  at  West  Townsend, 
and  that  the  sum  of  $1,307.85  remaining  as  the  balance  of  the  ap- 
propriation raised  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  said  meeting  of 
1927,  together  with  an  additional  sum  of  $2,892.15  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  Motor  Fire  Apparatus  to  be  lo- 
cated at  West  Townsend. 

The  money  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Engineers. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and 
give  title  in  behalf  of  the  town  to  the  Joseph  Brown  lots  on  Town- 
send  Hill. 

Article  21.  Voted  not  to  discontinue  the  road  from  the  resi- 
dence of  Andrew  Lemieux  northerly  to  the  Turnpike  road. 
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Article  22.  Voted  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  retire 
and  bring  in  the  names  of  three  to  serve  as  a  special  committee  to 
investigate  the  matter  of  lights  called  for  under  articles  22,  23,  24, 
28,  29.  The  moderator  appointed  A.  D.  Bagley,  W.  T.  Hale  and 
Hollis  Hathaway.  The  Committee  presented  the  names  of  A.  D. 
Bagley,  W.  T.  Hale  and  Hollis  Hathaway  to  serve  on  that  com- 
mittee, by  a  unanimous  vote  the  above  named  were  elected  as  that 
committee. 

Article  23.   See  article  22. 

Article  24.   See  article  22. 

Article  25.  Voted  to  accept  from  Charles  W.  Smith  the  sum 
of  $150  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  expended  for  the 
perpetual  care  of  the  Charles  W.  Smith  lot  and  the  William  Smith 
lot  in  the  cemetery  at  Townsend  Center. 

Article  26.  Voted  that  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  School 
Committee  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  employ  a  Town  Nurse 
for  the  Town  of  Townsend  for  one  year  beginning  April  1,  1928 
and  that  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $1,100.00  to 
carry  on  the  work  for  1928.  The  money  to  be  expended  under  the 
directions  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  Committee. 
Voted  that  the  nurse  be  instructed  to  charge  fifty  cents  per  visit 
when  practical  so  to  do. 

Article  27.  Voted  to  accept  the  car  used  by  the  town  nurse 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $240.00  to  pay  the  bal- 
ance due  on  the  car. 

Article  28.   See  article  22. 

Article  29.   See  article  22. 

Article  30.  Voted  that  the  town  keep  the  roads  passable  for 
automobiles  during  the  winter  of  1928  and  1929,  and  that  the  sum 
of  $200.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  purchase  or  build  snow 
plows  to  be  used  for  that  purpose.  The  money  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  31.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $1,800.00  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  Hoyt 
Bridge  on  the  Turnpike  road.   The  vote  was  unanimous- 
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Article  32.  Relating  to  the  sanding  of  sidewalks,  voted  to 
pass  the  article. 

Article  33.  Relating  to  lowering  the  rent  of  Memorial  Hall 
to  the  Town  Basket  Ball  Team.  Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Article  34.  Voted  to  transfer  from  the  surplus  revenue  to 
the  reserve  fund  the  sum  of  $500.00.   The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Article  35.  Voted  that  the  membership  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee be  increased  from  three  members  to  six  members,  the  in- 
crease to  take  effect  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March  1929, 
when  there  will  be  elected  two  members  to  serve  for  three  years, 
one  member  to  serve  for  two  years  and  one  member  to  serve  for 
one  year  and  thereafter  at  each  annual  town  meeting,  two  mem- 
bers to  serve  for  three  years. 

Article  36.   Report  of  Library  Committee. 

By  vote  of  the  town  at  the  Town  Meeting  March  7,  1927  the 
Library  Committee's  Report  was  accepted  and  the  recommenda- 
tions made  in  the  report  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  recommended  in  the  report,  the  purchase  of 
the  lot  between  the  Townsend  National  Bank  and  the  river  for 
$1,000.00  and  the  buildings  thereon  removed.  The  lot  has  been 
surveyed  and  arrangements  made  with  Mr.  John  Moran  to  move 
the  buildings  at  a  price  of  $1,400.00. 

The  town  received  from  the  Executers  of  the  Amanda  E. 
Dwight  Estate,  December  1,  1927,  $7,479.60  and  interest  $324.95 
total  $7,804.55  as  the  first  payment  under  the  compromise  agree- 
ment. With  this  sum  added  to  the  Charles  B.  Hart  bequest  which 
now  amounts  to  $39,601.12  we  have  $47,405.67  available  which 
warrants  the  town  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  the  Library  as 
soon  as  the  weather  conditions  are  favorable. 

Your  Committee  engaged  Mr.  Charles  G.  Loring  of  Boston 
as  the  architect  after  due  consideration.  Mr.  Loring  has  prepared 
three  drawings  which  are  exhibited  here  for  your  inspection.  These 
are  unanimously  approved  by  the  Committee. 

The  plans  of  the  basement  and  main  floor  are  drawn  at  the 
scale  of  four  inches  to  the  foot,  and  a  colored  perspective  shows  a 
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structure  about  seventy  feet  long  by  thirty-live  feet  in  depth  with 
the  main  floor  five  feet  above  the  outside  grade. 

In  the  basement  is  a  Hall  with  glass  cases  along  two  walls  for 
the  exhibition  of  historic  or  artistic  objects  of  interest  and  with  a 
capacity  of  eighty  seats  for  meetings  and  lectures.  Adjoining  the 
Hall  is  a  large  storeroom  and  also  a  kitchenette  with  space  for  a 
stove,  sink  and  cupboards.  The  Hall  has  a  separate  outside  en- 
trance and  vestibule  as  well  as  a  door  leading  to  the  basement 
corridor.  On  the  opposite  end  of  the  building  is  a  stackroom, 
with  vault  for  the  storage  of  valuable  papers,  and  the  boiler  room 
with  the  service  entrance  on  the  driveway.  There  are  toilets  for 
women  and  men. 

At  the  front  on  the  main  floor  a  broad  flight  of  granite  steps 
leads  up  to  the  monumental  entrance  and  with  a  vestibule  for  pro- 
tection from  extremes  of  weather.  The  delivery  desk  is  located 
in  the  center  of  the  library  where  it  will  be  most  easy  of  access  to 
the  public  and  where  it  will  have  the  fullest  supervision.  Behind 
it  is  the  Librarian's  office  and  the  card  catalogue.  In  front  is  the 
coat  closet  and  the  stairs  to  the  basement.  The  large  Fessenden 
Memorial  Reading  Room  with  a  stately  fireplace  on  the  axis  of  the 
building  opens  to  one  side  and  to  the  other  is  the  Children's  Room 
with  its  Palladian  window  facing  the  fireplace.  Around  the  wall 
of  both  rooms  are  built-in  book  cases  and  at  the  rear  are  free  stand- 
ing shelves  which  allow  the  public  easy  access  to  the  books.  On 
the  main  floor  is  a  space  for  15,250  volumes  and  in  the  basement 
5,000  additional. 

The  design  both  outside  and  in  follows  the  historical  Colonial 
style  with  delicate  iron  railings  and  decorative  panels  to  set  off  the 
red  brick  and  the  slate  roof.  The  woodwork  in  the  Reading  Rooms 
will  be  of  fumed  oak  with  the  delivery  desk,  tables  and  chairs  to 
match. 

The  heating  will  be  by  steam  and  the  boiler  room  and  base- 
ment stack-room  will  be  of  fireproof  construction,  walls,  floors, 
ceilings,  doors  and  windows.  It  is  planned  to  advertise  publicly 
for  sealed  proposals  for  the  general  construction,  heating,  plumb- 
ing, electric  wiring  and  grading.    Preliminary  estimates  have  been 
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received  and  it  is  expected  that  the  building  will  be  erected  and 
furnished,  with  light  fixtures  and  window  shades  complete  for 
$46,500.00 

This  price  does  not  include  the  land,  the  cost  of  moving  the 
buildings  or  the  grading  of  the  lot.

After  some  discussion  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  W.  T.  Hale

On  motion  of  A.  D.  Bagley  it  was  voted  to  instruct  the  com- 
mittee to  ascertain  the  cost  of  the  building  constructed  of  West 
Townsend  granite,  the  committee  to  report  at  some  future  town 
meeting. 

Article  37.  The  committee  on  procuring  land  for  a  public 
dump  reported  that  they  had  been  unable  to  find  any  one  that 
wished  to  sell  land  for  that  purpose.  Voted  to  instruct  the  com- 
mittee if  they  found  it  impossible  to  get  land  by  purchase,  to  take 
steps  to  procure  a  suitable  tract  by  right  of  eminent  domain. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  G.  L.  Whitcomb  it  was  voted  that  a  com- 
mittee of  five  be  appointed  to  look  into  the  matter  of  the  200th 
anniversary  of  the  town  which  occurs  in  1932,  the  cmmittee  to 
report  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting.  The  moderator  an- 
nounced that  he  would  make  known  the  members  of  that  com- 
mittee later. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  was  desolved  at 
4  o'clock  p.  m.

Pursuant  to  the  Warrant  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on 
the  above  date  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Mr.  T.  E. 
Flarity  and  the  Warrant  was  read  by  the  town  clerk.  Action  on 
the  several  articles  was  taken  as  follows: 

Article  1.  Mr.  C.  B.  Willard  chairman  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee made  the  following  report. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  the 
Committee  instructed  our  architect  Mr.  Loring  to  draw  four  new 
elevations  showing  the  front,  side  and  the  two  ends  of  the  proposed 
Library  Building,  showing  granite  instead  of  brick  and  prepare 
outline  specifications. 

Prints  of  these  were  sent  by  Mr.  Loring  to  Mr.  Rusk,  to  the 
Fletcher  Granite  Co.  of  Chelmsford,  Mass.  and  J.  M.  Hartwell  of 
Boston  and  also  L.  Rockforde  &  Son  of  Worcester,  Mass.  to  find 
out  how  much  more  the  granite  would  cost  than  the  brick  as  shown 
in  the  perspective  drawing  and  described  in  the  previous  specifica- 
tions. 

Mr.  Rusk  and  the  Fletcher  Granite  Co.  were  asked  to  prepare 
two  firm  proposals  for  this  material  delivered  at  the  site  and  send 
copies  to  the  two  general  contractors  L.  Rockford  &  Son  and  J.  M. 
Hartwell  and  also  to  Mr.  Loring.  One  proposal  should  include 
all  outside  steps,  basement,  ashler,  etc.  up  to  the  level  of  the  front 
platform,  except  where  noted  as  concrete  and  the  other  proposal 
should  include  all  the  ashler,  cornice,  coping,  trim,  etc.,  above  the 
level  of  the  front  platform,  except  where  noted  as  wood  or  stucco. 

The  estimates  show  that  the  additional  cost  for  a  granite 
building  would  be  from  $13,000  to  $15,154. 

The  cost  alone  would  make  a  granite  building  prohibitive. 
It  would  be  impractical  and  unwise  to  cut  down  the  size  of  the 
building  as  this  would  not  give  adequate  room  for  the  number  of 
books  to  be  provided  for.  We  have  been  obliged  once  to  have  the 
plans  enlarged  to  meet  our  requirements. 

We  do  not  know  of  any  alternative  and  would  therefore  refer 
you  back  to  our  report  as  made  at  the  town  meeting  March  5, 
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1928.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  report  of  March  5, 
1928  be  approved  and  carried  out  without  further  delay.

Mr.  R.  B.  Adams  presented  the  following  motion: 

Moved  that  the  report  of  the  Library  Building  Committee 
be  accepted  and  its  recommendations  be  adopted,  and  that  the 
Building  Committee  proceed  to  carry  out  its  provisions.  Remarks 
were  made  by  A.  D.  Bagley,  R.  B.  Adams,  G.  L.  Whitcomb,  Dun- 
can Rusk  and  others. 

On  a  rising  vote  the  motion  was  carried,  36  voting  in  the  af- 
firmative and  26  in  the  negative. 

Article  2.  A  report  of  the  Committee  on  a  Public  Dump  was 
made,  Mr.  L.  U.  Clement  stating  that  for  the  sum  of  $300  all  the 
land  necessary  could  be  purchased  from  the  Going  land  on  the 
Turnpike  Road,  it  was  also  stated  that  for  surveying  and  fencing 
an  additional  sum  of  $200  would  probably  be  needed. 

Voted  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  accepted  and  that 
the  sum  of  $500  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

Article  3.  Relative  to  the  Emergency  Flood  Loan: 
Voted  that  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $5,500 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  emergency  loan  issued  under  auth- 
ority of  Item  17,  Section  7,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  to  meet 
expenses  incurred  on  account  of  the  storm  of  November  3  and  4, 
1927;  and  that,  to  meet  said  appropriation,  there  be  raised  in  the 
tax  levy  of  the  current  year  a  sum  not  less  then  $500  and  the 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,000  and  to  issue  bonds 
or  notes  therefor,said  bonds  or  notes  to  bear  on  their  face  the  words 
"Emergency  Flood  Damage  Loan,  Act  of  1928,"  and  to  be  pay- 
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able  in  accordance  with  section  19  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws  and  Chapter  64  of  the  Acts  of  1928,  so  that  the  whole  loan 
shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  five  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of 
the  first  bond  or  note.  The  amount  to  be  raised  by  a  loan  as  above 
specified  shall  be  subject,  however,  to  the  approval  as  specified  by 
Chapter  64  of  the  Acts  of  1928,  and  any  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
the  loan  authorized  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  to  be  raised  by 
taxation. 

The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Article.  4.  Voted  that  the  Board  of  Engineers  act  as  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  advisability  of  moving  the  Engine  House 
at  the  Harbor,  and  to  ascertain  the  probable  cost. 

There  being  no  further  business  it  was  voted  to  adjourn  at 
3:25  p.  m.

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Article  6.  On  motion  of  Mr.  A.  L.  Leeman  it  was  voted  to 
appropriate  from  the  surplus  revenue  the  sum  of  8100.00  for  the 
purchase  of  a  net  and  a  curtain  of  drill  for  the  bottom  of  the  same, 
and  that  the  custodian  of  the  hall  shall  be  authorized  to  charge 
$1.00  extra  per  day  or  night  to  the  rental  of  the  hall  for  basketball 
games  until  such  time  as  the  town  shall  be  reimbursed  for  this  ex- 
penditure. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  accept  the  sum  of  $150.00  in  trust,  the 
income  therefrom  to  be  expended  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
O'Brien-Caton  lot  in  the  cemetery  at  Townsend  Center. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  accept  the  sum  of  $75.00  in  trust,  the 
income  therefrom  to  be  expended  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
Daniel  D.  Smith  lot  in  the  cemetery  at  Townsend  Center. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  accept  the  sum  of  $100.00  in  trust,  the 
income  therefrom  to  be  expended  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Jo- 
seph Ashley  lot  in  the  cemetery  at  Townsend  Center. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  accept  from  the  estate  of  Charles  W. 
Hildreth  the  sum  of  $200.00  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be 
expended  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  C.  W.  and  Levi  Hildreth 
lots  in  the  cemetery  at  Townsend  Center. 

Article  11.  Under  this  article  the  committee  appointed  to 
start  plans  for  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  town  in  1932 
brought  in  the  following  names  to  constitute  the  permanent  com- 
mittee to  have  charge  of  this  event:

On  motion  of  Mr.  A.  D.  Bag- 
ley  it  was  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  investigate 
the  advisability  of  extending  the  electric  light  system  to  outlying 
sections  of  the  town,  the  moderator  appointed  the  same  com- 
mittee, A.  D.  Bagley,  W.  T.  Hale  and  Hollis  Hathaway. 

Thefe  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  was  dissolved  at 
3:25  p.  m.

Gentlemen: — I  submit  the  ollowing  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1928:

Chimney  fires  are  still  our  greatest  fire  hazard,  if  owners  of 
buildings  would  see  that  their  smoke  flues  and  chimneys  are  cleaned 
twice  a  year  this  hazard  would  be  practically  eliminated. 

The  new  pumping  engine  for  West  Townsend  has  been  placed 
in  commission,  it  proved  its  worth  at  the  Rajala  fire,  the  pump  at 
the  Center  paid  for  itself  at  the  fire  at  Martha  J.  Hildreths,  had  it 
not  been  for  the  quick  response  a  serious  fire  would  have  resulted. 

Townsend  can  well  be  proud  of  its  fire  equipment,  the  only 
thing  lacking  to  make  it  efficient  is  new  hose  for  the  Center  and 
West  Townsend,  much  of  the  hose  now  in  use  is  very  old  and  will 
not  stand  the  pressure  of  the  pumps,  I  recommend  the  purchase  of 
800  feet  for  each  of  the  two  villages. 

As  per  vote  of  the  town  the  steamer  at  West  Townsend  has 
been  sold.

TOWN  BY-LAWS 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
ARTICLE  I— Town  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town,  for  all  departments 
of  the  town,  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  end 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  report  of  the  town  officers  shall  be  dis- 
tributed, by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  each  resident  voter  and  tax 
paj^er,  at  least  one  week  before  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  town  meeting  on  the 
report  of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the  subject- 
matter  shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling  such  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  complete  set  of 
books  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  each  specific  appro- 
priation and  the  orders  that  have  been  drawn  against  it;  shall, 
when  any  appropriation  has  been  wholly  expended,  immediately 
make  a  report  of  the  fact  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  head  of  the 
department  under  whose  direction  the  work  for  which  the  appro- 
priation was  made  is  carried  on;  at  the  close  of  each  order  day, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  he  shall  send  to  the  Selectmen 
and  the  head  of  the  department  having  the  disbursement  of  the 
appropriation  a  statement  of  the  balance  remaining  subject  to 
draft;  he  shall,  in  his  annual  report,  give  a  detailed  statement  of 
all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  town  for  the  past  financial 
year,  giving  the  amount  of  each  specific  appropriation,  showing 
to  whom  paid,  the  amount  and  object  of  the  expenditures  there- 
from, the  receipts  from  each  source  of  income,  the  charge,  if  any, 
in  the  town  debt,  and  shall  include  a  list  of  all  debts  incurred  and 
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not  paid  up  to  and  including  December  31  each  year,  showing  to 
whom  due,  for  what  due,  and  the  amounts.  Said  statements 
shall  be  arranged,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  conform  to  the  schedule 
of  the  Division  of  the  Municipal  Statistics  of  the  Bureau  of  Sta- 
tistics, of  the  Commonwealth. 

ARTICLE  II— Streets 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle,  or  other 
animals,  with  or  without  a  keeper,  in  any  street  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle  or 
team  to  any  of  the  trees  planted  or  reserved  for  shade  or  ornament 
in  any  public  highways,  streets,  or  public  lands  in  the  town  or  to 
any  structure  put  up  for  the  protection  of  such  trees;  or,  except 
for  necessary  repairs,  drive  into  such  trees  or  structures  any  nails, 
spikes,  or  hooks,  or  staple  or  affix  signboards  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  No  owTier  or  person  for  the  time  having  the  care  or 
use  of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  shall  ride,  drive  or  per- 
mit the  same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than  10  miles  an  hour  in  any 
street  or  public  highway  of  the  town,  except  in  case  of  sickness, 
death,  accident  or  fire. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  any 
public  street  or  way  of  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes  or  garbage, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  immediate  removal  therefrom. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  make  any  marks  or  post  any  bills 
upon  any  wall,  fence,  post,  bridge  or  other  structure  within  the 
limits  of  any  street  or  public  highway  in  said  town,  without  hav- 
ing first  obtained  permission  in  writing  from  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  any  of  the 
streets,  public  highways  or  public  lands  or  commons  of  the  town. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  coast,  course  or  slide  down,  in  or 
along  any  of  the  sidewalks,  streets  or  public  ways  of  the  town, 
except  at  such  places  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations 
as  the  Selectmen  shall  first  designate  and  specify  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  ball,  stones, 
sticks  or  other  missiles  within  any  of  the  streets  or  public  ways  of 
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the  town;  or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  public  grounds  of  the  town 
without  permission  of  the  Selectmen  first  obtained  in  writing, 
but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the  grounds  connected 
with  any  of  the  school  buildings  of  said  town. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol  or 
firearms,  or  set  fire  to  any  material  known  as  fireworks,  or  throw 
any  such  lighted  fireworks,  in,  into  or  across  any  of  the  public 
streets,  public  highways  or  sidewalks  of  the  town. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $20  for  each  and  every  offense,  to  be  recovered  by 
complaint  before  any  trial  justice  or  district  court  in  the  County 
of  Middlesex  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  Constables, 
and  Police  Officers  to  prosecute,  and  any  person  injured  may 
prosecute  any  violations  of  any  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this 
article,  by  complaint  as  hereinbefore  mentioned;  provising  how- 
ever, that  all  prosecutions  shall  be  commenced  within  one  month 
from  the  date  of  such  violation. 

Sec.  12.  All  penalties  recovered  from  violation  of  any  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  town,  to  be  applied  to  such  as  the  town  from  time  to  time  shall 
direct. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  as 
junk-collectors,  to  collect,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk,  old 
metals,  and  second-hand  articles  from  place  to  place  in  the  town, 
and  they  may  provide  that  such  collectors  shall  display  badges 
upon  their  persons,  or  upon  their  vehicles,  or  upon  both,  when 
engaged  in  collecting,  transporting  or  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals, 
or  second-hand  articles;  and  may  prescribe  the  design  thereof. 
They  may  also  provide  that  all  articles  of  merchandise  therein 
and  any  place,  vehicle  or  receptacle  used  for  the  collection  or 
keeping  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  may  be  examined  at  all  times  by 
the  Selectmen  or  by  any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such 
examination.

ARTICLE  IV 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  for  the 
town,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  articles  in  any  warrant  hereafter 
issued  for  a  town  meeting.  The  Selectmen,  after  drawing  a  war- 
rant for  a  town  meeting,  shall  immediately  forward  a  copy  there- 
of to  each  member  of  the  said  committee,  which  shall  consider  all 
articles  in  the  warrant  and  make  such  report,  in  print  or  other- 
wise, to  the  town  meeting  as  it  deems  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
town.  The  said  committee  shall  consist  of  five  persons  to  be  ap- 
pointed as  provided  in  the  following  section. 

Sec.  2.  The  moderator  of  the  town  meeting  when  this  by- 
law is  adopted,  shall,  within  30  days  after  such  by-law  becomes 
effective,  appoint  from  the  citizens  of  the  town  one  person  whose 
term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  adjournment  of  the  first  annual 
meeting  following  the  time  when  this  law  becomes  effective;  two 
whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  adjournment  of  the  second 
annual  meeting  following  the  time  when  this  by-law  becomes 
effective;  two  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  adjournment 
of  the  third  annual  meeting  following  the  time  when  this  by-law 
becomes  effective.  Annually  thereafter  the  moderator  presiding 
at  the  close  of  an  annual  town  meeting  shall,  within  30  days,  ap- 
point the  one  or  two  members,  as  the  case  may  be,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  expire  at  the  close  of  the  third  annual  meeting  after 
their  appointment.  Said  committee  shall  choose  its  own  officers, 
and  shall,  with  the  exception  of  the  secretary,  serve  without  pay. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  committee,  said 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  said  committee  by  the  appointment  of  a 
person  to  serve  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  town  meeting, 
when  the  moderator  thereof  shall  appoint,  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  original  appointment,  a  successor  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term 
of  the  person  whose  office  has  been  vacated. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1.  No  contract  for  construction  work  or  for  the 
purchase  of  apparatus,  supplies  or  materials,  whether  for  repairs 
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or  original  construction,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  amounts  to 
two  hundred  dollars  or  more,  except  in  cases  of  special  emergency 
involving  the  health  orsafety  of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall 
be  awarded  unless  proposal  for  the  same  have  been  invited  by 
advertisement  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the  town 
or  vicinity  once  a  week  for  at  least  two  consecutive  weeks,  the  last 
publication  to  be  at  least  one  week  before  the  time  specified  for 
the  opening  of  said  proposals. 

Such  advertisements  shall  state  the  time  and  place  where 
plans  and  specifications  of  proposed  work  or  supplies  may  be  had 
and  the  time  and  place  for  opening  the  proposals  in  answer  to  said 
advertisements,  and  shall  reserve  to  the  town  the  right  to  reject 
any  or  all  such  proposals.  All  such  proposals  shall  be  opened  in 
public.  No  bill  or  contract  shall  be  split  or  divided  for  the  purpose 
of  evading  any  provision  of  this  article. 

Section  2.  All  contracts  made  by  any  department,  board  or 
commission  where  the  amount  involves  two  hundred  dollars  or 
more  shall  be  in  writing,  and  no  such  contract  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  made  or  executed  until  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen 
and  of  the  department  or  board  making  the  contract  is  affixed 
thereto.  Any  contract  made  as  aforesaid  may  be  required  to  be 
accompanied  by  a  bond  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  board  or 
official  having  the  matter  in  charge,  or  by  a  deposit  of  money,  certi- 
fied check  or  other  security  for  the  faithful  performance  thereof, 
and  such  bonds  or  other  securities  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Town  Treasurer  until  the  contract  has  been  carried  out  in  all 
respects.  And  no  contract  shall  be  altered  except  by  a  written 
agreement  of  the  contractor,  the  sureties  on  his  bond,  and  the 
officer,  department  or  board  making  the  contract,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Selectmen  affixed  thereto.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  DONE  BY  THE 
MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTEN- 
SION SERVICE 

IN  THE  TOWN  OF  TOWNSEND,  FOR  THE  YEAR  1928 


The  town  of  Townsend  appropriated  $250.00  in  support  of 
the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  through  the  Trustees 
for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  for  1928.  The  following  is  a  report 
of  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year. 

In  Agriculture  the  principal  service  rendered  this  year  was 
in  making  of  farm  visits  where  requested  to  help  with  individual 
farm  problems.  One  pruning  meeting  was  held  in  the  orchard  of 
Mr.  Woods  of  Townsend  Harbor,  and  a  meeting  of  farmers  was 
held  also  to  discuss  various  soil  requirements  for  different  crops. 
Townsend  was  represented  by  one  member  in  the  County  Herd 
Improvement  Association. 

In  Homemaking  a  total  of  118  women  attended  the  home- 
makers'  groups  this  past  year.  Groups  were  conducted  in  Towns- 
end  Center,  Townsend  Hill,  West  Townsend,  and  South  Row.  A 
series  of  five  Home  Improvement  meetings  were  held  in  each  of 
these  communities.  As  a  result,  homemakers  have  reported  that 
many  improvements  in  kitchens  have  been  made.  The  Nutrition 
Program  consisted  of  a  series  of  four  meetings.  The  homemakers 
report  that  their  meal  planning  problems  have  been  simplified. 
The  homemakers  in  these  units  have  passed  on  what  they  have 
learned  to  273  others  who  could  not  attend  the  meetings.  This 
fall  these  units  are  carrying  on  a  Clothing  Program  of  four  meet- 
ings to  discuss  Line  and  Design  in  Dress  and  short-cuts  in  Garment 
Finishes.  Townsend  Center  Town  Hall  is  used  as  the  place  for 
the  Leader  School  where  eighteen  leaders  from  surrounding  towns 
meet  with  the  Specialists  in  Home  Economics  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural  College. 
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In  Boys'  and  Girls'  4-H  Club  work  forty-one  were  enrolled 
in  clothing  and  garden  clubs.  Mrs.  Gayland  Proctor,  Miss  Mabel 
Bliss,  and  Rev.  Sherman  Goodwin  served  as  local  leaders.  Robert 
Copeland  had  one  of  the  best  gardens  in  the  County.  Paul  Mill- 
ington  won  third  in  the  poultry  contest. 

Eight  educational  motion  picture  shows  were  given  to  a  total 
attendance  of  2280. 

In  addition  to  the  above  work,  the  local  people  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  attend  several  country-wide  meetings  on  the  various 
phases  of  agriculture  and  homemaking,  as  well  as  received  cir- 
cular letters  giving  timely  information  on  subjects  pertaining  to 
the  Farm  and  the  Home.

REPORT  OF 
DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  oj  Townsend: 

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  herewith  submits  its 
annual  report  and  regrets  that  the  expenditures  have  far  exceeded 
the  appropriation. 

Total  expenditures  were  $7,047.74,  thereby  showing  a  deficit 
of  $540.89,  which  amount  was  transferred  from  the  income  of  the 
Dwight  Fund. 

Circumstances  beyond  control  were  responsible  for  this 
situation — the  department  having  paid  for  medical  treatment 
and  burials,  the  sum  of  $907.26,  also,  paid  $150.00  for  a  Mother's 
Aid  case,  re-imbursement  for  which  will  come  later.  This  was  a 
case  of  settlement  in  a  nearby  city. 

Aside  from  these  cases,  the  department  had  shown  improve- 
ment over  previous  years. 

There  were  temporary  boarders  at  the  Infirmary  for  a  period 
of  13  weeks. 

During  the  year  66  persons,  exclusive  of  the  Infirmary,  have 
received  aid. 

The  amount  received  as  the  income  from  the  Dwight  Fund,, 
which  had  been  accumulating,  was  $949.98,  but  the  annual  income 
hereafter  will  be  $435.00. 

Recommendations  which  the  Board  have  made  appear  to 
have  been  overlooked  or  ignored,  and  they  again  call  attention 
to  the  small  family  at  the  Infirmary  and  the  expense  under  present 
arrangements. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  friends  from  West  Townsend, 
also  those  from  Methodist  Church  Society,  and  the  Red  Cross 
for  the  pleasure  they  extended  during  the  holiday  season. 
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OUTSIDE  RELIEF 


There  were  three  deaths;  two  children  are  under  care  of  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare,  and  during  part  of  year,  one  wife 
settlement  case,  which  terminated  Aug  24,  but  which  had  cost 
the  Town  $242.42,  for  one-third  of  which  re-imbursement  will 
come  later. 

Total  expenditures  $3,393.22.  Re-imbursements  from  all 
sources  $163.11.   See  Treasurer's  report  for  items. 


There  are  4  inmates,  2  men  and  2  women;  2  men  having  died 
during  the  year. 

Total  expenditures  $3,654.52.  Receipts  were  $500.18.  Cost 
per  inmate  $11.85.    See  Treasurer's  report  for  items.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  closing  of  the  year  1928  finds  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  excellent,  the  books  showing  a  surplus  of  $13,356.84, 
$3,804.66  of  this  amount  is  in  appropriation  balances. 

Highways:  The  work  on  the  roads  as  in  the  past  was  done 
under  the  provision  of  Chapter  81  of  the  General  Laws,  the  State 
appropriating  $7,000.00  and  the  town  $5,250.00.  We  most  cer- 
tainly recommend  a  continuance  of  this  plan. 

The  Lunenburg  road  from  the  Center  will  require  a  large 
amount  of  work  to  put  it  in  condition  the  coming  season.  We 
recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  an  equal  amount  with  the 
State  and  County  to  carry  on  this  work,  providing  that  such  an 
arrangement  can  be  made  with  the  State  and  County. 

Another  section  of  improved  road  was  put  in  the  past  season 
on  the  Brookline  road.  The  State  and  County  expect  the  town 
to  continue  the  work  the  coming  season  and  we  recommend  a 
continuance  of  this  work  as  in  the  past  two  years. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  cement  mixer  for  use  in  mix- 
ing patching  material.  This  work  has  always  been  done  by  hand, 
which  is  an  expensive  operation.  The  amount  saved  in  labor  the 
first  year  will  more  than  pay  the  cost  of  the  machine.  The  cost 
of  one  of  these  machines  is  about  $235.00. 

Bridges:  A  concrete  bridge  was  built  on  the  Turnpike  road 
to  replace  the  old  Hoyt  Bridge.  This  solves  the  bridge  problem 
at  that  point  for  years  to  come.  With  the  exception  of  the  bridge 
over  the  river  between  the  Center  and  the  Harbor,  all  the  large 
bridges  in  town  are  in  good  condition.  As  regards  this  one  bridge, 
it  is  a  question  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to  discontinue  the 
road  from  the  State  Highway  to  the  Whitlock  place,  rather  than 
to  build  a  new  bridge.  The  expense  of  building  a  new  concrete 
bridge  at  this  point  would  be  at  least  $15,000.00  and  probably 
more.

OF  THE  TOWNSEND  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


At  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  Mrs.  Evelyn  L.  Warren  was 
re-elected  a  Trustee  for  three  years.  The  Board  re-organized  with 
the  same  officers  and  committees  as  last  year.  The  noteworthy 
event  of  the  year  has  been  the  erection  of  the  Hart  Free  Library 
Building.  Though  not  yet  ready  for  occupancy,  we  hope  to  be 
established  there  in  a  few  weeks.  We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  C.  S. 
Homer  for  $35  for  the  support  of  our  work  in  West  Townsend;  to 
Mrs.  F.  W.  Wood  for  the  gift  of  $25  for  books;  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  Massachusetts  New  Church  Union, 
Richard  Piper,  John  Witmer,  Mr.  Williams,  Mr.  John  Richardson, 
the  late  Mr.  Henry  A.  Hill,  Dr.  A.  W.  Hart  and  Mrs.  C.  W.  Hil- 
dreth  for  books.  To  Mr.  T.  E.  Flarity,  Mr.  Paul  Foster,  Mr.  A.  L. 
Leeman,  Mr.  Charles  Johnson,  The  Country  Club,  American 
Medical  Association,  Taylor  Instrument  Co.,  Girl  Scouts,  Nation 
Publishing  Fund,  Knights  of  Columbus  and  to  several  unknown 
donors  for  magazines  and  papers.  Mr.  Ralph  T.  Kilbourn  has 
voluntarily  done  our  trucking. 

We  have  had  710  registered  borrowers  during  the  past  year, 
and  it  has  been  our  aim  to  select  books  that  would  please  our 
readers  and  at  the  same  time  maintain  a  high  standard  for  the 
library  as  well  as  to  have  books  that  would  be  of  use  in  our  schools. 
Of  the  231  books  bought  during  the  past  year,  119  or  more  than 
one-half  has  been  fiction. 

The  crowded  condition  of  our  present  quarters  has  made  the 
undertaking  of  any  special  library  work  impossible.  Our  limited 
work  with  the  schools  has  been  a  satisfaction  and  pleasure;  the 
pupils  in  the  High  School  have  chosen  a  much  higher  grade  of 
reading  than  has  formerly  been  required. 

The  financial  statement  of  our  work  is  wholly  covered  in  the 
Town  Treasurer's  report. 
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To  all  who  have  helped  us  in  our  work  by  gifts,  to  the  teachers 
and  pupils  in  our  schools  for  their  considerate  courtesy,  we  extend 
our  grateful  and  appreciative  thanks.

Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee 

Townsend,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my  third  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Townsend. 

We  have  no  spectacular  nor  fundamental  changes  in  policy  to 
report  for  the  past  year.  In  the  high  school  we  have  improved 
the  work  in  science  by  the  introduction  of  modern  textbooks  in 
grades  seven  and  eight  and  have  given  more  attention  to  spelling 
in  the  four  upper  classes.  In  the  grades  more  attention  has  been 
paid  to  phonics  and  reading,  and  by  means  of  supplementary  ma- 
terial based  on  standard  tests  in  some  of  the  classes  in  arithmetic, 
geography  and  history  which  seemed  especially  to  need  it,  we 
have  endeavored  to  improve  the  standing  in  those  subjects. 

TEACHERS 

Principal  Earle  F.  Swett  of  the  High  School  resigned  at  the 
close  of  the  year  and  Mr.  Hamilton  R.  Bailey,  of  Monson  Acad- 
emy, was  elected  in  his  place.  It  seems  quite  apparent,  even  in 
this  brief  space  of  time,  that  the  standard  of  the  school  will  not 
be  lowered  by  the  change.  Miss  Paine,  who  had  been  in  charge 
of  the  Commercial  department  for  two  years,  was  chosen  for  a 
position  in  Boston  University.  Her  place  was  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Miss  Gertrude  Belyea,  of  Calais,  Maine.  Miss  Loud, 
who  taught  English  and  history,  is  at  home  this  year  because  of 
family  affairs;  and  Miss  Kelley,  who  taught  French  and  some  of 
the  science  and  history,  has  left  the  teaching  profession  to  enter 
another  line  of  work.  Miss  Irene  Wentworth,  of  Somersworth, 
and  Miss  Margaret  Merritt,  of  Bound  Brook,  N.  J.,  have  been 
appointed  to  these  positions,  with  some  differences  in  classes,  due 
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to  the  rearrangement  of  subjects  among  the  several  teachers,  for 
better  efficiency.  We  began  the  present  school  year,  therefore, 
with  fifty  per  cent,  changes  in  teachers  in  the  high  school. 

The  enrollment  in  the  West  school  a  year  ago  was  very  small, 
owing  to  the  number  of  families  who  had  moved  away  during  the 
summer  and  early  fall.  The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Colby  at  the 
Center  primary,  in  February,  made  possible  the  transfer  of  Miss 
Brooks  from  the  primary  room  at  West  to  the  position  Mrs.  Colby 
had  held  and  the  combining  of  the  three  lower  rooms  at  West  into 
two.  Miss  Whitcomb  was  given  grades  one,  two  and  three  and 
Miss  Bliss  took  grades  four,  five  and  six.  Miss  Bliss  resigned  at 
the  time  of  the  Christmas  vacation  and  Miss  Frances  G.  Brown, 
of  New  Bedford,  has  been  appointed  in  her  place. 

Miss  Mitchell,  Supervisor  of  Drawing,  resigned  to  accept 
a  position  which  did  not  call  for  so  much  traveling  as  had  been 
necessary,  owing  to  the  scattered  territory  which  she  had  covered. 
Miss  Arlene  G.  Packard,  of  Saugus,  is  the  present  Supervisor  of 
Drawing. 

The  other  teachers  are  the  same  as  of  last  year. 

ATTENDANCE 

Our  attendance  has  suffered  severely,  especially  in  the  lower 
grades,  because  of  illness.  Whooping  cough  and  chicken-pox 
played  havoc  during  the  most  of  the  winter  term,  and  at  the  pres- 
ent time  heavy  colds  are  cutting  into  the  attendance  of  all  grades. 
There  are  a  few  families,  however,  who  regard  altogether  too 
lightly  the  law  of  compulsory  attendance,  and  it  may  be  necessary 
to  invoke  the  aid  of  the  law  in  some  of  these  cases. 

One  annoyance  which  seems  entirely  unnecessary,  is  the  num- 
ber of  tardinesses.  In  the  high  school  three  members  were  re- 
sponsible for  more  than  one-third  of  the  tardiness  for  last  year. 
In  one  case  home  duties  undoubtedly  contributed,  but  in  the  other 
two  no  excuses  could  be  offered  except  the  plain  fact  that  they  did 
not  get  up  in  time  to  walk  the  short  distance  to  school.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  parents  and  pupils  alike  will  help  to  reduce  this 
nuisance. 
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In  general,  our  school-rooms  are  not  crowded.  The  notable 
exception  is  in  the  first  and  second  grades  at  the  Center.  There 
are  now  in  this  room  twenty-six  in  the  first  grade  and  seventeen 
in  the  second.  Forty-three  pupils  in  two  grades  are  too  many  for 
one  teacher  to  handle,  especially  when  those  grades  are  the  ones 
where  retardation,  owing  to  poor  attendance,  due  largely  to  epi- 
demics, is  particularly  severe. 

There  should  be  another  teacher  in  this  room  and  this  should 
not  be  an  assistant  but  a  thoroughly  trained  and  experienced 
teacher  to  take  full  charge  of  one  grade.  The  need  is  especially 
great  at  this  time,  owing  to  the  many  children  who  are  behind  in 
their  work  because  of  the  severe  epidemics  of  the  last  two  years. 
Some  of  these  children  have  already  lost  nearly  a  half  year  each. 

BUILDINGS 

At  the  Harbor  earth  has  been  filled  in  about  the  foundations, 
making  the  building  warmer.  Very  little  else  in  the  way  of  re- 
pairs has  been  needed  at  this  school.  At  West  Townsend  some 
repairs  were  made  to  the  roof  and  side  walls  have  been  placed  on 
the  stage  of  Seminary  Hall.  If  the  walls  of  the  Hall  were  painted, 
which  could  be  done  at  moderate  expense,  we  should  have  a  hall 
to  be  proud  of. 

Considerable  of  the  plaster  at  the  high  school  has  been  re- 
placed, as  it  was  in  a  dangerous  condition.  Owing  to  the  numerous 
patches  and  the  ravages  of  time,  the  inside  walls  of  this  building 
are  not  very  pleasing  to  the  eye.  In  the  rooms  occupied  by  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  wall-paper  has  been  used  at  some  time, 
and  this,  torn  and  discolored,  is  not  an  object  of  delight.  For 
aesthetic  as  well  as  sanitary  reasons  the  walls  of  the  rooms  should 
be  tinted.  If  it  is  impossible  to  do  it  all  at  once,  at  least  the  main 
room  and  some  of  the  stairways  should  be  attended  to  promptly. 
The  treads  of  the  rear  stairs  are  badly  worn  and  should  be  replaced 
during  the  coming  summer. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  part  of  the  seventh  grade 
room  was  partitioned  off  and  other  changes  made  in  order  to  en- 
large the  laboratory.   We  were  trying  to  take  care  of  twenty-three 
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chemistry  pupils  in  a  room  about  thirteen  feet  square,  nearly 
filled  with  apparatus  and  shelves  for  equipment.  As  a  conse- 
quence, twice  as  much  work  devolved  on  the  teacher  and  each 
pupil  could  have  but  half  the  time  he  should.  In  addition,  we 
had  the  constant  danger  that  some  child  would  be  injured  by 
unwarranted  interference  with  the  chemicals  exposed  on  the 
shelves.  We  now  have  a  laboratory  with  room  enough  for  the 
pupils  and  a  stock-room  arranged  in  such  a  way  that  only  the 
teacher  or  some  one  authorized  by  him  needs  to  have  access  to  it 
at  any  time.  This  has  been  done  without  in  any  way  interfering 
with  the  work  of  the  seventh  grade,  as  the  space  was  not  needed 
in  this  room.

IN  CONCLUSION 

I  hope  the  citizens  will  read  carefully  the  reports  of  the  vari- 
ous school  officials.  Principal  Bailey's  suggestion  of  the  need  of 
more  home  study  by  the  high  school  pupils  is  a  very  important 
one.  In  practically  every  case,  failure  can  be  traced  to  the  lack  of 
sufficient  regular  home  study.  Parents  who  are  sure  their  children 
are  studying  sufficiently  would  do  well  to  check  up  on  them  and 
see  if  a  definite  amount  of  study  at  a  set  time  is  done  every  school 
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day,  or  whether  studying  is  sporadic,  with  a  great  deal  one  day 
and  none  on  others  because  of  the  call  of  outside  distractions. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  opportunities  for  parents  to  get 
into  closer  touch  with  the  schools,  especially  the  junior-senior  high 
school,  are  so  limited.  The  Principal  and  teachers  have  no  office 
in  which  consultations  with  parents  and  pupils  can  be  held  and 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  is  practically  part  of  a  recitation 
room,  so  far  as  holding  any  conversation  or  a  more  or  less  con- 
fidential nature  is  concerned.  Some  of  the  class-rooms  are  so 
small  as  to  give  little  room  for  a  visitor.  Student  activities  are 
also  cramped,  since  we  have  no  auditorium,  gymnasium,  library 
nor  proper  assembly  room.  Below  the  senior  high  school  there  is 
a  little  more  opportunity  for  parents  to  inspect  the  work  at  times 
and  such  occasions  as  Christmas  exercises  attract  a  few.  It  is 
hardly  to  be  wondered  at  that  parents  do  not  feel  like  visiting  the 
schools  more,  but  if  they  will  do  so  they  will  find  the  teachers 
ready  and  willing  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  demonstrate  the  work 
or  to  clear  up  difficulties  which  may  be  hindering  the  progress  of 
the  pupils. 

The  schools  are  the  most  important  business  of  the  town  and 
are  worthy  of  more  than  casual  attention  by  the  parents.  For 
the  co-operation  of  the  committee  and  the  many  citizens  who  have 
helped  us  I  wish  to  offer,  in  behalf  of  all  the  teachers  and  myself, 
sincere  thanks.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year 
ending  December  31,  1928. 

When  I  assumed  my  duties  as  principal  of  Townsend  Junior- 
Senior  High  School,  on  September  fourth,  the  enrollment  by 


classes  was  as  follows:

Since  September  the  gains  have  been  offset  by  losses  so  that 
our  present  total  enrollment  is  about  the  same. 

In  observance  of  Armistice  Day  a  special  assembly  was  put 
on  under  the  direction  of  the  senior  class.  Before  school  closed 
for  the  Christmas  vacation  a  similar  assembly  in  observance  of 
Christmas  was  in  charge  of  the  junior  class.  From  time  to  time 
each  class  will  have  charge  of  such  assemblies. 

Our  orchestra,  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Adams,  has  made 
several  public  appearances  and  has  occasionally  taken  part  in  our 
assemblies. 

Every  Friday  a  portion  of  the  high  school  enjoys  the  radio 
program  broadcast  by  Walter  Damrosch.  This  has  been  made 
possible  through  the  generosity  of  the  people  of  the  town  who  pur- 
chased and  gave  to  the  school  a  fine  radio. 

About  the  middle  of  the  fall  term  a  section  of  the  Townsend 
Times  was  offered  to  the  school.  This  offer  was  accepted  and  the 
Squanicook  Ripplette  is  the  result.  This  paper  is  under  the  man- 
agement of  editors  chosen  by  the  English  teachers  and  all  material 
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must  be  approved  by  the  Prineipal  before  publication.  This 
paper  affords  an  opportunity  for  student  expression  and  practice 
in  journalism. 

This  year  we  have  been  able  to  use  the  assembly  room  as  a 
study  hall  with  a  teacher  in  charge  at  all  times.  There  is  never 
any  class  reciting  in  this  room,  nor  is  there  any  pupil  studying 
in  any  other  room. 

The  commercial  curriculum  has  been  changed  so  that  Book- 
keeping, Shorthand  and  Typewriting  are  offered  only  in  the  last 
two  years  of  school.  This  is  of  particular  value  to  pupils  who  do 
not  go  to  school  beyond  the  high  school. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  a  much  needed  change  was 
made  in  the  science  laboratory.  A  crowded  and  dangerous  con- 
dition has  been  remedied  by  extending,  a  partition  across  the  sev- 
enth grade  room  and  changing  one  wall  of  the  old  laboratory  in 
such  a  way  as  to  make  a  stock  room  of  a  portion  of  that  room. 
The  new  laboratory  affords  ample  desk  space  for  a  class  of  twenty 
pupils,  and  gives  us  a  separate  stock  room  which  can  be  kept 
locked.  The  classes  in  Chemistry,  Biology,  Physics  and  General 
Science  should  be  able  to  do  much  better  work  as  a  result  of  this 
change. 

Our  boys'  and  girls'  basketball  teams  have  shown  a  fine  spirit 
of  cooperation  and  sportsmanship,  and,  though  handicapped  by 
inexperience,  are  deserving  of  the  highest  praise  and  support. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  emphasize  the  necessity  for  home 
study.  The  average  high  school  pupil  has  only  one  hour  and 
twenty  minutes  for  study  during  school  hours,  and  has  four  lessons 
to  prepare  for  each  day.  The  minimum  time  of  preparation  for 
each  subject  is  one  hour,  which  means  a  total  minimum  time  of 
four  hours  to  be  spent  in  preparation.  Most  pupils  require  more 
than  this  in  order  to  do  good  work.  You  will  readily  see  that  this 
means  a  minimum  of  two  hours  and  forty  minutes  to  be  spent  in 
preparation  at  home.  If  a  pupil  is  not  doing  work  of  B  grade,  or 
is  carrying  more  than  four  subjects,  this  time  should  be  increased 
in  proportion.

I  respectfully  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  public 
school  music. 

The  first  essential  of  public  school  music  is  to  inculcate  a  love 
of  and  an  interest  in  music.  We  then  emphasize  subject  matter, 
sight  singing,  music  appreciation  and  familiarity  with  the  great 
composers  and  artists. 

It  has  been  said,  "If  a  child  learns  to  listen  to  good  music 
and  to  love  it  while  attending  school,  and  then  keeps  on  through 
life  with  this  enjoyment,  that  child  has  the  thing  we  call  educa- 
tion." 

The  radio  at  the  Townsend  School  is  a  wonderful  medium 
for  teaching  music  appreciation.  The  Radio  Corporation  of 
America,  during  its  Educational  Hour,  presents  Mr.  Walter  Dam- 
rosch  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra.  Mr.  Damrosch 
describes  the  orchestral  instruments,  explains  the  descriptive 
effects  the  composer  brings  out  by  the  different  instruments,  and 
the  class  listens  to  many  beautiful  compositions  for  pure  aesthetic 
enjoyment.  Mr.  Damrosch  hopes  that  these  concerts  may  not 
only  enhance  the  pupils'  understanding  of  and  love  for  good  music, 
but  that  they  may  also  stimulate  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  pupils 
to  take  up  the  study  of  some  orchestral  instrument. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  to  make  the  radio  possi- 
ble in  the  Townsend  School. 

This  year  a  High  School  Orchestra  has  been  organized.  The 
instrumentation  is  as  follows:  two  violins,  cornet,  drums  and 
piano.  We  hope  that  this  is  a  permanent  organization  and  that 
each  year  more  instruments  may  be  added.  The  pupils  are 
especially  urged  to  study  different  musical  instruments  through- 
out the  grades  and  High  School. 

The  Glee  Club  meets  once  each  week.    This  rehearsal  is  not 
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in  school  hours  and  is  in  addition  to  the  regular  High  School 
period.  The  Glee  Club  and  Orchestra  have  both  made  several 
public  appearances  this  year.

My  report  as  Supervisor  of  Drawing  in  the  Townsend  Schools 
I  herewith  submit. 

In  choosing  art  work  for  our  boys  and  girls  we  try  to  select 
that  which  may  be  most  useful  and  most  ornamental. 

The  idea  prevalent  a  generation  ago  was  that  the  study  of 
art  included  nothing  more  than  achievement  of  technical  skill. 
This  view  has  broadened  to  include  a  type  of  art  education  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  the  great  majority,  who  will  not  follow  the  arts 
professionally,  but  who  may  and  should,  for  their  own  benefit 
acquire  through  various  art  problems  a  finer  taste  and  deeper 
capacity  for  the  appreciation  of  beautiful  things. 

The  public  school  art  of  today  has  passed  to  the  stage  where 
adequate  means  are  provided  for  self-expression,  and  where  the 
individuality  of  the  child  is  encouraged — where  art  appreciation 
becomes  a  real  factor  and  where  the  proper  combination  of  colors 
and  their  application  becomes  a  part  of  the  child's  life. 

In  the  work  we  are  doing  all  the  art  courses  may  be  divided 
into  four  main  divisions:  Representation,  Design,  Construction 
and  Art  Appreciation. 

The  work  along  these  lines  centers  about  home  and  school 
activities  and  interests.    Knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  de- 
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sign  has  definite  application  to  home  problems.  For  the  appre- 
ciation of  what  is  beautiful  and  the  practical  application  of  it,  we 
study  desirable  house  decoration  in  color  and  design  with  furnish- 
ings correct  in  color  and  form. 

Constructive  work  calls  for  ingenuity.  It  trains  the  fingers 
and  develops  creative  and  inventive  ability. 

We  have  studied  color  and  design  somewhat  and  have  had  a 
little  construction  work.  We  are  now  beginning  poster  work, 
which  comes  under  Representation.  It  also  calls  for  some  knowl- 
edge of  design  in  arrangement  of  form  and  in  color. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  teachers  for  their  co-operation  and 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Supervisor  of  Art.

Some  of  the  causes  of  underweight  are  fatigue,  inadequate 
sleep  or  food  and  excessive  social  activities.  Additional  factors 
are  poor  ventilation  at  night  and  insufficient  rest  during  the  day. 

I  assisted  Dr.  Boynton  in  the  examination  of  twenty  boys  and 
girls  who  were  candidates  for  the  basket  ball  teams. 

Many  children  who  were  ill  in  school  have  been  taken  home 
and  48  have  been  advised  to  see  their  physician. 

Ten  visits  for  chicken  pox  have  been  made  and  of  these  eight 
already  had  their  own  physician. 

Seventeen  children  were  taken  to  the  Groton  Hospital,  where 
the  School  Nurse  assisted  with  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations  and 
after  care. 

Home  visits  were  made  in  sixty  cases  of  measles  and  the 
houses  were  quarantined. 
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Two  children  were  taken  to  the  Charles  E.  Fernald  School 
at  Waverley. 

The  Boy  Scouts  have  received  instruction  in  first  aid  and 
Public  Health  tests  were  given. 

A  dental  clinic  was  held  in  June,  when  all  children  were  ex- 
amined for  dentistry.  Forty-four  were  found  to  have  their  teeth 
in  good  condition.  A  number  decided  to  go  to  their  family  den- 
tists and  fifty-eight  others  were  given  dental  attention.  Thirteen 
children  were  not  completed  because  of  measles. 

Later  the  School  Nurse  was  notified  by  the  State  that  we  have 
33%  of  our  children's  teeth  taken  care  of. 

Children  receiving  Health  Tags  were  as  follows:  Center,  116; 
West,  16;  and  Harbor,  8. 

On  June  eighth  all  children's  throats  were  examined  by  order 
of  the  Board  of  Health.  Several  were  sent  home  and  came  down 
with  measles  in  a  short  time. 

On  July  first,  twenty-six  homes  were  visited  to  give  informa- 
tion about  the  pre-school  clinic.  This  clinic  was  held  on  July 
fifth  and  twenty-one  children  were  examined.  All  but  five  needed 
dental  attention  and  treatment  for  tonsils.  Four  had  been  taken 
to  the  hospital  the  previous  week  in  charge  of  the  Nurse  for  the 
removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Later  there  was  a  follow-up  clinic  in  which  we  had  a  re-exam- 
ination of  those  children  who  were  examined  in  1926  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health.

I  do  hope  the  parents  will  take  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
and  early  in  1929  take  their  children  of  pre-school  age  to  their 
family  physician  and  have  any  defects  discovered  corrected  before 
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the  children  enter  school  in  September.  This  would  greatly  re- 
duce the  defects  found  in  our  first  graders  and  would  make  for 
better  attendance.  School  health  cards  will  gladly  be  sent  to 
mothers  who  wish  to  take  their  children  to  their  family  physicians 
for  examination,  after  which  the  cards  are  to  be  returned  to  the 
school. 

Weekly  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  Harbor  and  West  schools 
to  inspect  children  and  daily  to  the  Center  for  inspection  also. 
Health  and  personal  hygiene  talks  and  advice  have  been  given 
frequently  to  school  children.  The  senior  class  has  received  a 
number  of  lessons  in  home  nursing. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents  for  their  co-operation  in  trying  to 
make  the  Townsend  children  100%  in  health.

To  give  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  for  Moderator,  three 
Selectmen,  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer, 
Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  three  Auditors,  two  Constables,  three 
Trustees  of  the  Tucker  Fund,  one  Member  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, one  Assessor,  for  one  year;  one  Member  of  the  School 
Committee  for  two  years,  two  Members  of  the  School  Committee, 
one  Assessor,  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library,  one  Park  Com- 
missioner, one  Cemetery  Commissioner  to  serve  three  years. 

The  polls  will  be  open  at  six  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  may  be  closed 
at  2  o'clock  p.  m.   Meeting  in  town  affairs  at  11  o'clock  a.  m. 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  officers  not  required  by  law  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot. 

Art.  2.  To  accept  the  printed  reports  of  the  officers  and 
committees  of  the  town. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  Division  of  Highways,  that  a  portion  of  the  sum  available 
under  the  provisions  of  Sections  26,  27,  28,  29,  of  Chapter  81  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  be  appropriated  and  expended  in 
Townsend. 
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Art.  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  several 
departments  of  the  town,  viz.:  General  Government,  Proteetion 
of  Persons  and  Property,  Health  and  Sanitation,  Highways  and 
Bridges,  Charities,  Cemeteries,  Inspection,  Schools,  Public  Libra- 
ry, Recreation,  Care  Soldiers'  Graves,  Soldiers'  Benefits,  Interest, 
Town  Debt,  Town  Nurse,  and  unclassified  items,  a  detailed  list 
of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Budget.
